MAN AND WIFE EILLED. 

At 9.30 last night the Press Association 
was officially informed by the London, Mid- 
land and Scottish Railway Company that an 
earlier report issned from their Manchester 
office that four ngers and two railway 
servants were killed was incorrect. . Those 
who lost their lives in the accident were two

J. H. heyser, Paging at 11 Victoria road, 
Headingley, Leeds, whose permanent address 
the police have not. yet been able to ascertain. 
The railwaymen killed were:—J. Walker, 
driver, of Mirfield Sheds, working the goods 
train, and J. Hutchinson, fireman, of Hill- 
house Sheds, near Huddersfield, working on 
the leading engine of the passenger train. 

Driver Turner, of Hillhouse Sheds, working 
the assistant. engine of the passenger train, 
received injuries to his head and hip. Samuel 
Hudson, fireman, of Mirfield Sheds, working 
the goods train engine, was crushed. Both 
these men are detained in Haddersfield Infir- 
mary. Three passengers complained of injuries 
but after. receiving medical attention they 
were able to proceed to their homes.. Four 
other passengers complained of shock.

WHY THE DOCEERS 
HAVE STRUCK. 


CASUAL LABOUR AND 
DISTRESS. 
From Our SPECIAL Corresponpent. 
LONDON, Thursday. 

Why have the dockers struck work? The 
usual explanation of the Red Hand and Com- 
munist gold has already been put forward. 
A reporter who sought to know the men’s 
point of view found little justification for this. 
fhe real explanation, he writes, is intense 
discontent arising out of the evils of casual 
labour and the Jong period of unemployment 
and distress. This especially applies to East 
coast ports. Most of us, | a Canning Town 
docker, get only two and a half days’ work a 
week on the average. The rate of pay, tak- 
ing the latest 1s. reduction into account, is 
10s. a day, which makes an average weekly 
wage of 25s. Sixty per cent. of the dockers 
of London do not earn suflicient to get the 
commonest of necessities. . 

Distress is said to be most intense at Hull, 
where the present trouble began. Lack of 
trade with Russia and Germany, the result 
partly of post-war Government policy and 
Scandinavian exchange difficulties, are the 
se factors producing unemployment at 

ull ang the East coast ports. London is also 
consideM@bly affected by these causes. 

Strikers do not deny that they have broken 
the last agreement between their union and 
the port employers. They rejoice that the 
em ee have not carried out the Shaw 
award, and have themselves broken the spirit 
of the agreement. Their side of the case 
centres round the question of máintenance, 
Which is a sore point with dockers. They 
believe that distress and suffering could be 
avoided if the employers carried out the 
maintenance principle of the Shaw award. 
This award made, after a thorough public in- 
guiry in 1920, said that the system of casualisa- 
tion must, if possible, be torn up by the 
roots. It was condemned as discreditable to 
society, demoralising, detrimental and deeply 
injurious. he way out indicated was a 
registration of dock labour, and the fixing of 
an adequate minimum weekly wage to main- 
tain the docker. The Shaw report was 
officially accepted as a whole by the em- 
ployers, but nothing has been done towards 
unemployment maintenance, in spite of con- 
CM aise yrgen

formation received from 620 towns and villages 
and 5,500 sources of information.. Muni- 
cipalities, trades councils, retailers, and co- 

ative societies send particulars regularly. 
The resultant figure is an average level of the 
standard of living of the working classes. At 
the moment’ the average level of retail prices 
of food is & per cent. above pre-war. London 
dockers say hat this figure is ridiculous when 
applied to the East End. 

EMPLOYERS’ DEMAND. 

At a meeting of the General Purposes Com-

CASE OF FARMS NEAR TOWNS. 


The House resumed the discussion on the 
Committee stage of the Land Bil). 

Mr. Johnson moved the deletion of Sub- 
Seetion (2), paragraph (b), Section 21. The 
object of the amendment, he said, was to 
find out from the Minister what was his 
intention with regard to land in the region 
of towns. He suggested that such land 
should be purchased by the Land Commis- 
sion. 

Mr. Hogan said that the Government could 
not agree to that amendment. The mere fact 
that a town or city extended in the direction 
of a farm should not give power to acquire 
that land. 

Mr. Johnson said that the Minister had 
made it clear that he opposed the view that 
the additional value to ldnd created by the 
growth of the community should become the 
property of the community.
